In Manifesto Given Out Yesterday 
Russian Emperor Tells His Peo- 
ple of Great Blessings He 
Has Prepared for 
His Subjects. 


St. Petersburg, August 19.—Russia’s na- 
tional representative assembly, the fruit 
of decades of stress and striving for re- 
form, which endows the Russian people 
with the right of being consulted through 
thelr chosen representatives in the sug- 
) gestion, preparation and repeal of legis- 
lation, today takes its place among the 
fundamental institutions of the empire. 

In a solemn manifesto Emperor Nich- 
olas announces this morning to his sub- 
jects the fruition of his plans summoning 
the representatives of the people as out- 
lined by him in a rescript issued on 
March 3 last, and fixes the date for the 
first convocation as mid-January, and in 
a ukase, addressed to the senate, formally 
orders that body to register as the im- 
perial will a law project, formulating the 
nature, powers and procedure of the new 
governmental! organization. 

Will Celebrate Event. 

The manifesto, ukase and project are 
published this morning in special editions 
of The Offficial Messenger in St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow. They will be given 
out for publication at noon to all the 
newspapers throughout the empire, many 
of which are preparing to issue extra edi- 
tion to signalize a momentous historical 
event, overshadowing in importance the 
liberation of the serfs in 1861. 

The national assembly will be a con- 
sultative organization in connection yay 
the counsel of the empire, and not a [eg- 
The powers of the emperor 
remain theoretically absolute. As the 
emperor is. the supreme law giver and 
autocrat, the decisions of the douma have 
only a recommendatory and not a binding 
force, though the rejection of any legis- 
lative measures by a two-thirds majority 
of both ‘houses is sufficient to prevent 
that measure from becoming law. 

The representatives of the people will! 
have not only the right to be heard on 
any legislation proposed by the govern- 
ment, but also can voice their desires on 
new laws and will have the right to ex- 
ert a certain supervision over budgetary 


expenditures. 

The suffrage, though wide, is not uni- 
versal. It is based on property qualifica- 
tion, the peasantry having a. vote through 
membership In communal] organizations. 

A considerable portion of the residents 
of the citles, possessing no lands, together 
with women, soldiers, civil functionaries, 
etc.. are without suffrage.

Considerable feeling has been aroused 
over the circulation of reports, attributed 
representatives of railroad lines which do 
not operate into New Orleans to the ef- 
fect that the quarantines against “the 
city have affected the handling of freight 
passing from the interior of the United 
States through thig port. 

Letters on the subject, which are to 
be widely distributed, have been prepar- 
ed by freight agents of the New Or- 
leans Northwestern, Mobile and Ohio, 
Illinois Central, Mississippi Valley, ’Fris- 
co and Louisville and Nashville lines. 

They show that all freight trains oper- 
ating south are being handled without 
detention, and that all shipments are 
belng made from New Orleans as usual, 
The regulations prohibit in some 
ipstances and restrict in others the 
movement of northbound shipments from 
here to local points but the movement 
of southbound trains is perfectly free. 

It is also made plain that all the steam- 
ship lines to Mexico, Havana, Vera Cruz, 
Great Britain and Wurope are in opera- 
tion, and assurances are given that they 
will continue their service absolutely 
without any interruption, 

Facts and figures have also been pre- 
sented to show that the reports printed 
elsewhere that there is demoralization 
of labor on the levee are also without 
foundation. None of the laboring popu- 
lation, outside of the Italians, who were 
principally employed on the fruit ships, 
have left the city. 

Dr. Juan Guiteras has made a favora- 
ble impression here upon the audiences 
‘he thas addressed, and Dr. Warner and 
Dr. White have presged him into service 
ito speak as often as possible during his 
visit.

'was it felt that the disease could not 
'be transmitted by any other means than 
the mosquito, that he was permitted t» 
walk out into the busiest streets of Ha- 
vana within an hour after his wifes 
death. Dr. Guiteras said his own daugh- 
ter, born in North CarohHna, and not an 
immune, often visited the yellow fever 
patients without harm to herself, and 
that the daughter of the president of the 
‘republic,- also a non-immune, was like. 
'wise an earnest worker in the yellow 
fever work, and had never been. infected. 
Dr. Guiteras safd he thought the fight 
here, if.it was kept up, was certain to 
be successful.

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But the chances are recognized to be 
Slim. So far as the Russian plenipo- 
tentiaries are concerned, there never was 
a chance of their yielding both indemni- 
ty and Sakhalin. The cession of Sakha- 
Jin without indemnity was, according to 
the best inside informaiion, the extreme 
limit to which Mr. Witte would ever 
consent to go and the emperor has not 
yet given the word even to concede 
that. 

And tonight, suddenly, a new factor 
has been introduced, which, in the opin- 
jon of those most competent to judge, 
lessens materially the chances that he 
might do so, namely, the issuance of his 
manifesto granting a popular representa- 
tive body to his subjects. The bearings 
of this “historic document,” as Mr. 
Witte described it a few’ day ago upon 
the issue, are easily comprehensible. It 
is bound to ameliorate the internal situ- 
ation in’ Russia. It is the entering wedge 
for the realization of the century-old 
dream of the Russian people. 

“It will create enthusiasm at home,” 
said one of the most prominent members 
of the. Russian mission, ‘‘because all 
thinking men realize that it means 
eventually a great change in the compo- 
sition of the Russian state. It will be 
followed by a true parliament, a respon- 
6ible ministry, a premier and Russia 
will become a const.:tutidnal monarchy.” 


Manifesto Well Timed. 

It is pointed out that the manifesto is 
timed like what the French call a coup 
de foudre and that its significance is 
too plain to be questioned. It was to 
have been issued last Saturday, when 
the Russian reply was presented, but 
it was held over until the conclus/on 
of the oral consideration of the Japa- 
nese terms. Meantime the terms had 
been published. everywhere throughout 
Russia. The- press, even the ~ Hberal 
press, had replied that Russia could not 
pay money for the privilege of gett.ug 
out’-of Maachuria. The emperor had 
publicly procKiimed to his Subjects on 
July 268 in reply to a ‘telegram of 6 
Orembureg clergy: 

“The Russian people can rely upon 
ane. I will never conclude a peace hu- 
miliating or unworthy of great Russia.”

INFERNAL BOX 
SENT 10 SCHIFF 


Mysterious Package, Con- 
taining High Explosives, 
Given to Police. 


New York, August I18.—A mysterious 
package capable of producing death was 
sent to Jacob Schiff, the banker, today, 
at the office of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.,, of 
which he-is a member. Mr. Schiff was 
at Bar Harbor today and when the ma- 
chine, inclosed in a wooden box about 
6 inches long, was received at his office, 
clerks immediately sent it to the police. 

At first the police reported that the 
affair was a joke, but further investiga- 
tions by an expert revealed the presence 
of 3! grains of a high explosive powder 
and two-32-caliber loaded cartridges. 
Arranged so as to fire on opening was a 
cylinder of emory lying in contact with 
both the powder and several matches. 
The flash of this powder would have 
discharged. the cartridges which had been 
'earefully filed at the fulminating ends. 

Lead slugs were packed in beside the 
bullets, evidently to make the discharge 
/'more dangerous. Throughout the ma- 
| chine there was an oily saturation to in- 
sure the flash of any one of the matches 
reaching the powder. The whole mech- 
anism was concealed under a newspaper 
wrapping of Wall street stock quota- 
tions.

After standing there a short time there 
Was an explosion, due, it {s thought, to 
gases generating in the box. 

In addition to the contents of the Schiff 
bomb, the one received at the Guggen- 
heim office contained a small glass vial, 
in which was some liquid thought to be 
either nitro-glycerine or olive oil.

CONGER TO GO TO ORIENT 


TO FIGHT CHINK BOYCOTT 


YSTER BAY, August !7.—Fdward 
() H. Conger, of Iowa, formerly 

United States minister to Chima, 
and since last April the American am- 
bassador to Mexico, will return in the 
near future if present plans are carr.ed 
into effect, to China, 

His mission to China will be of a 
semi-diplomatic nature, the specific pur- 
pose of which will be to allay, if, possi- 
ble, the agitat.on aroused in parts of 
the Chinese empire against the use by 
Chinese of American products. 

Ambassador Conger, who has been 
scarcely more than three months at his 
new post in the City of Mexico, was 
summoned to the United States to con- 
fer with the president about the Chinese 
boycott of American goods. He had a 
long conference with the president today. 
Whale neither the president nor Mr. Con- 
ger cared to discuss for publication the 
nature of their interview it is known 
that the ambassador will mot return to 
Mexico :#i that arrangements are mak- 
ing for ss projected mission to Pekin. 


Spent Eight Years in China. 
Mr. Conger spent eight years in China 
as the American minister. He is well 
known and popular among the officials 
of the Pekin government anu is influen- 
tial also among the Japanese, who are 
regarded as likely to play an important 
role in the international affairs of Ch.na 
while definite 
details of the projected mission are lack- 
ing at this time it is known that Am- 
bassador Conger’s presence in «§:.na will 
affect in no respect either the position 
or the duties of W. W. Rockhii, the 
American minister. After his confer- 
ence with the president touay, Ambas- 
sador Conger taiked briefiy in response 
to inquires concerning his visit. 

“It would be improper for me,” he 


said, ‘“‘to discuss for publication my talk 
with the president. We did consider 
the subject of the boycott of Ameri¢an 
good in China, which, I understand, ig 
father serious. The boycott I know 
very little about, as it developed after 
[ left Pekin, but I should assume that 
it might be a matter that is, so far 
as the agitation is concerned, well with- 
in the control of the Chinese govern- 
ment. Of course, the government could 
not, and very likely wouim not if i€ 
could, compel its citizens to buy ameri- 
can goods, but it could and probably 
would say to the vicoys of provir--s 
when the anti-American agitation was 
making itself felt that it must stop and 
it would stop, too. In such a respect 
the Chinese are the most easily con- 
trolled people in the world.” 
Hankow Railroad Discussed. 

Among the subjects discussed by the 
president and Ambassador Conger was 
that of the Hankow railroad, running 
between Canton and Hankow. Mr. Con- 
ger strongly deprecated the relinquish- 
ment of the road and Hs concessions, 
even for a large cash consideration, 

What the American-China Development 
Company may do as to the sale of the 
property to the Chinese government prob- 
ably will be announced in a few days, 
but it {s suggested that Mr. Congers 
proposed mission to China very likely 
has an important relation to the Han- 
kow railroad question. 

It is expected that Mr. Conger wifi a) 
succeeded as American ambassador to 
Mexico by D. E. Thompson, who is now 
American ambassador to Brazil.

Can It Be Anything but Peace? 

The appearance every day or two 
of a pessimistic tone in the press 
reports from the scene of the peace 
conference is not calculated to great- 
ly influence the opinion of those calm 
observers of the situation who are 
convinced that out of this conference 
there must necessarily come peace. 

If anything seems. certain it is 
that, despite the presence of the two 
armies in Manchuria, the war in the 
Far East is at an end. St. Peters- 
burg may talk about the willingness 
of the Russian people to bear the 
burden of interminable conflict; but 
when Admiral Togo’s fleet destroyed 
the last vestige of Russia’s naval] 
strength in .Pacific waters, the war 
between Japan and Russia was, for 
ail practical purposes, as completely 
ended as if a peace treaty had been 
signed. 

There has been no naval victory of 
modern times so far-reaching in its 
consequences as that in the sea of 
Japan. Just what place that victory 
will take in history it is perhaps a 
little difficult to say because of the 
remarkable fact that the writers of 
history have always shown a ten- 
dency to glorify the work of land 
forces rather than that of sea forces. 
Perhaps the Japanese will prove dif- 
ferent in this respect. In the, inter- 
est of truth it is to be hoped so; for 
certainly Togo and his men deserve 
2 place in the hearts of the Japanese 
fully equal to that given Nelson and 
his men in the hearts of the Brit- 
ish. 

When Rojestvensky was defeated, 
the last hope of Russia was destroyed. 
The politicians of St. Petersburg 
may not even now realize this, but it 
is no less a fact. The Russian talk 
is Of “impossibilities” of Japan car- 
rying the war much farther; and in 
a spirit of hopefulness they picture 
Japan wearing away her strength 
against the armies of  Linevitch. 
There is absolutely nothing to im- 
press the military experts of other 
nations with the possibility of such 
a contingency. There is every rea- 
son, On the contrary, to believe that 
the magnificent system perfected by 
Kodama and carried to such splengid 
Successes by Oyama and the gener- 
als under him would, upon the re- 
newal of hostilities, result in the 
early destruction or capture of the 
Russian army; and with that de-

Humilitating it may be. | 
but there is no escape for Russia | 
from that humiliation. Her rulers 
brought on this war; and upon them, 
not upon the victorious Japanese, 
should the vengeance of the Russian 
people be visited. 

Peace it must be. Of course, the 
Russian envoys will be excused for 
such “bluffing” as may aid them in 
their endeavor to force some conces- 
sions from the Japanese, but they 
know that in the end it is Japan

America’s Naval Rank. 

The United States bureau of naval 
intelligence has just issued revised 
figures upon the navies of the world, 
giving their status up to June 1. 

These figures show that, measured 
1 total tonnage, the United States 
1anks fourth. ‘Great’ Britain leads 
with a total of 1,595,871. France is 
next with 603,721; Germany third 
With 441,249, and the United States 
fourth with 306,523. Italy follows the| 
United States with a total of 254,510 | 
tons; Japan next with 252,661, and 
Russia last on the list with 224,237. 

In battle ships of the first class 
Great Britain leads with 51, a total 
almost equal to the strength of all 
the other nations put together. While 
Great Britain has 51, Japan is cred- 
ited with but 5; France has 19, Ger- 
many 16, Italy 13, the United States 
12 and Russia 7. 

In armored cruisers the United 
States is at the foot of the list with 
but 2, our naval experts never hav- 
ing placed very great confidence in 
this class of a fighting ship, which 
is neither as fast ag a cruiser nor as 
well armored as a battle ship. Great 
Britain has 29 of these, France 18, 
Japan and Russia 8 each, Italy 5 and 
Germany 4. 

In cruisers of large size, that is 
above 6,000 tons, Great Britain is ac- 
credited with 21, France 4, Russia 
4, and the United States 2. 

Of cruisers between 3,000 tons and 
€,000 tons, Great Britain has 50, 
France 18, the United States 16, Ja- 
pan 11, Germany 9, Italy and Rus- 
sia 8 each. 

Of small cruisers, less than 3,000 
tons, the record shows Great Gritain 
06, Germany 27, the United States 21, 
italy 12, Japan 11 and Russia 7. 

When torpedo craft of different 
classes are reached, Great Britain is 
compelled to take a secondary place. 
Of torpedo boats France has 238, Ger- 
many 105, Italy 101, Great Britain 90, 
Russia 82, Japan 81 and the United. 
States 27. | 

In torpedo boat destroyers Russia | 
leads with 83, though it must be ac-| 
knowledged that so far as those sent! 
to the Pacific were concerned they’ 
did not destroy very much. Germany| 
has 87, France 31, Great Britain 26, |

ent calendar was adopted the date of 
the landing was the Ist of February—@ 
fact which nobody disputes. But, if this 
is a goog reason for changing the ob- 
servance from the date which has thus 
far been observed in Georgiqg in the col- 
leges and public schools and by patriotic 
organizations, the people of the United 
States should change the date for cele- 
brating Washington's birthday from the 
22d, for the date of his birth is set 
down in histories and biographies as 
the I!th of February, ‘old style,’’ 1732, 
the year preceding that in which Ogle- 
thorpe landed in Georgia. By the adop- 
tion of the Gregorian calendar in 1752, 
eleven days were dropped, maxing Wash- 
ington’s birthday fall on the 224 of Feb- 
ruary, and making the Ist of February 
the 12th. 

Various uistories use the new style 
date—the I2th—in referring to the lana- 
ing of the colonists. It is used in «.58- 
tories and geographies taught in the pub- 
lic schools, and in a book recently pub- 
lished by the state of Georgia, ‘‘Georgia. 
Historical and Industrial,” fssued by the 


| department of agriculture. 


Mr. Brown says, “If we are to bring 
the date down to modern time, it would 
be the !4th day of February, and not 
the I2th."" It is true that the mode of 
calculation followed in the adoption of 
the Gregorian calendar would have re- 
quired the dropping of more than eleven 
days, if the adoption of that calendar 
had been delayed until this century; yet 
it would hardly be suggested that we 
shquid change the celebration of Wash- 
ington’~ birthday to a later date for 
that reason. 

Of course there would be no gain In 
exactness by adopting Mr. Brown's sug- 
gestion that the Ist of February be cele- 
brated as the anniversary. The Ist day 
of February, 1933, would not be exactly 
two hundred years from the Ist day of 
February, 1733, ‘‘old style.’’ 

Let us adhere to the date which has 
already become established in popular 
favor as “Georgia uay,’’ and which our 
leading educators have thought proper 
to observe in the schools. 

It is to be hoped that the bill will be 
adopted, for these school celebrations 
will do much to inspire patriotism and 
a proper state pride in the young of our 
state, and thus lay the foundation of 
good citizenship, Georgia day will serve, 
as has been said by advocates of the 
bill, notonly. to commemorate the great 
philanthropist who founded gur common- 
wealth, but as a memorial day for al 
great Georgians, A. 8.

Military Bill Passed. 

The house passed, at the afternoon

The decline in the consumption of beer 
was not near so great, the figures in 
1900 being 3! !-2 gallons per head and 
in 1904 29 gallons, a loss of 2 !-2 gal- 
lons In a year. 

The board of trade declares that the 
decrease is not due tg any fresy reform 
wave over Great Britain, but wholly to 
hard times, men having cut down their 
drink bill to meet the necessities of life. 
The assertion is that drinking follows 
the course of prosperity, like anything 
else. Others attribute the decrease to a 
wave of sobriety. Temperance workers 
especially hold this view. 

The temperance people are willing to 
concede that some part of the decrease 
ie due to trade depression, high taxa- 
tion of whiskies and fermented beverages, oo 
but at the same time they declare there 
has been a change in the habits of the 
Englishmen and that temperance ap- 
pears to be on the increase, especially 
in the matter of ardent spirits. 

The decrease of the wse of ardent 
sp:rits in both America and England Is 
of peculiar interest. The increase of 
the use of beer in America is, it is as- 
serted by some, merely the catching up 
by Americans with their friends across 
the sea. The English and German, both 
of Teutonic origin, and the strongest 
race of people in Europe, are great con- 
sumers of beer. The Latin races drink 
wine, the Russian strong whisky, which 
makes him dull, and the Turk, the low- 
est of all in the intellectual scale, uses 
no alcoholic beverages at all, put lives 
on coffee. 

In 1863 the consumption of beer in 
the United States was 2,006,625 barrels, 
but when the census was taken in 1900 
it had jumped to 39,330,849 barrels. Now 
| it stands at near 50,000,000 barrels. The 
per capita consumption in 1863 was 
about 1.85 gallons; in 1900 it was 16 
| gallons and now it is close to 20 gal- 
lons. The consumption of distilled liquors 
has within the same period decreased 
10 per cent, and is still decreasing, a 
reassuring fact to temperance people all 
over the country, who are beginning to 
look w.th less fear upon beer than here- 
tofore.
